Seetion 123 discusses “agressents for cooperation™ and it ia clear 
from the definition of this term in Seetion 11 (a) that sugh 
agreemants nocd not be approved formally by Congress. 
the heading be ehanged to read "International Cooperation" or 
“Internetional Agreements end Arrangements." 

g- It is noted that Section bh (b) would elearly apply 
to KATO and other treaty agreements, but migit leave in some doubt 
the status of West Germany (even after entry inte FDC), Spaing and | 
Yugoslavia, since to the best of our imowledge we have no Congressionally- 
approved agreements with. these countries. Perhapa thie strict 
standard was intended, but certainly we can make the intelligence 
gudgnents that (1) Spanish souperation with the US would suffer 
if we started telling the NAT) countries how to defend against A- 
weapons, and did nottell the Spaniards; (2) it ia not easy to work 
out arrangemente with Spain. 
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
